Cheyonne, Wyo., Sept. IQ.—Governor 
Richards has been Informed by tele¬ 
phone from Grand Encampment that for 
many miles along the Wyoming Color¬ 
ado line, north of Petri, CoL. a furious 
forest fire is raging, destroying every¬ 
thing In Its path.

EXPLOSION IN MINE. 

Rescue Parties Are Unable to Reach 
Seventeen Men Imprisoned In the 
Working*. 

Roanoke, Va., Sept. 15.—A special 
from Norfolk, W. Va., the Roanoke 
Times says: 

“A disastrous gas and powder explo¬ 
sion occurred in the Big Four mine of 
the Algomo Coal & Coke Go., here this 
morning. Jan. Lester, an engineer; John 
Roockle, a Hungarian miner, and 15 
colored miners are known to be in the 
mine now, and there ia ,no chance of 
their being recovered alive, as they are 
beyond the point where tho exploalon 
occurred, and tho gas and smoke is so 
thick that the rescuing parties are being 
driven back. H. F. Fran ken field, the 
bank boss, and Geo. Gaspie, a Hungar¬ 
ian miner, successfully succeeded In 
crawling over the fallen coal and slate to 
the lights of the rescuing party, and 
have been taken oat ahve, although they 
are both badly burned, and were nearly 
suffocated by the gas and smoke inhaled. 

“The explosion was caused by an ac¬ 
cumulation of gas catching on fire from 
the lamp of a miner, who was going to 
work. This in turned fired six kegs of 
blasting powder that had been stored 
In tho mines. The exploaiou knocked 
down all the brattice for a mile back 
towards the mine entrance, thus cutting 
off the air from the men imprisoned bo- 
hind the wreckage. 

“There had been a small gas explosion 
in the mine on 8nnday Inst and the mine 
superintendent, A. J. Stewart, lmd cau¬ 
tioned the men not to attempt to work 
again until the air had been tested by a 
safety lamp, bnt they disregarded his 
orders and went ia A party headed by 
Mine"Inspecto/ Cooper attempted a res¬ 
cue this morning, but was driven back 
by tho want of air. It Is now learned 
that the coal is burning, and there la no 
hope of extinguishing the flames until 
a new air passage ban be built to the 
point of the explosion." 


COURT OF ARBITRATION.

Upon this 
foundation a great superstructure has 
been erected, but, rightly considered, the 
whole edifice will be found to be one and 
Indivisible. Hence “Labor” must be re¬ 
garded Mm a purtr-a fundamental part if 
you will—of the body politic, oud care 
must be taken in dealing with it that we 
do not bring the whole fabric tumbling 
about oar ears, at it has done more than 
once in times past. 

The idea mat "Labor" has certain 
rights, which the state ia bound to re¬ 
spect, is not as new aa some people 
tntuk. Guilds snd confraternities, which 
were not essentially different from labor 
unions, are of such ancient origin that 
we search history in vain for the begin¬ 
ning of them. The part played by them 
in curbing the aggressiveness of the mili¬ 
tary class in developing popular govern¬ 
ment cannot well be exaggerated. To 
mo tho “Labor movement” of to-day ap¬ 
pears only a stage in the evolution 
of our social system, the inevitable out¬ 
come of the conditions resulting from 
human invention, the vast increase in 
wealth, doe to the absence of destructive 
wars, uud also to the spread of educa¬ 
tion and the application of the basal 
principle-* of Christianity to every day 
life. Tin* problems presented may not 
be solved wholly without serious friction. 
Signs of this are already manifest, al¬ 
though happily not in Canada, and I 
venture to say that tha attitude taken by 
the Liberal governmem will go far to¬

Thu weather was distressing¬ 
ly warm, the firemen and stokers having 
to work in atmospheres where the ther¬ 
mometer registered 140 and 150 degrees 
of heat. In consequence they had to be 
relieved on their watches more frequent¬ 
ly than customary. 

The hot t wave preceded a typhoon, 
which included-the India in its outer 
sweep. The officers of the ship kuutrd 
of little damage done by the typhoon, 
more than that of the accideut to the 
liiojun Maru, which had been driven 
ashore in J^)* hjgb wind. She was in 
fweesung jwhya the Empress called 
there. u 

At Hongkong, before starting her 
present voyage, the India was given nn 
overhauling in the Kowloon doek. the 
first which aim has received since Febru¬ 
ary last. Running on a three-week 
ached tile,/^be vessels of the line hnve not 
had the opportunity for keeping in trim 
that they will from now on. They ore 
to l>e operated on a monthly schA^ule 
throughout the winter months, anflthe 
India on her present trip inaugiWites 
this service. She brings 2,200 tons of 
cargo and £050 packages of silk. Her 
saloon lirt. is jfot so large as she has 
been bringing during the summer months, 
and in the company there were few 
notables.
